After a three hour discussion of
school taxen at the Commercial club
rooms lust night the net result was
the appolntment of a committes of

, beven to examine the budget votod
for next year to determine what, If
anything, could be done to reduce
the operating costs of the Ontarie
schools,

+  President Van Petten called the
meeting to order and explained that
it had besn ecallsd at the request of
the school board for the purpose of
learnihy what the people desired,
He then called uwpon Judge W. W,
Wood, chalrman of the board for n
ntutament,

Judge Wood explalued the position
of the board briefly to ne that they
desired to do what the people
wantnd; that if the people wanted
some of the departments sliminated,
the board wanted o know which
departments; that (f the poople
wanted to ellminate the high school
for a yoar, they would do that; but
that the board could not met en the
oriticlems which were going about
and which were so vague that tha
board had no knowledge of “hat
roally was wanted.

“Thore are some departments
which some of the people think
oasantial, and there are others which
thay do not. What some people
wanlt others would eliminate, sald
Mr, Wood, VS0 we naked that this
meoting be called so that we could
talk the matter gver with the buai-
ness mwen to get thelr dea of what
to do, and to mecure gome specifie
fdoa of what the peopls deslre. We
want the freest conslderation. Our
foalings will not be hurt, Tor though
wo have done what we deomed
right and best without pay for our

work, we are willlng to hear the
opinions of Lhe public and want
that eriticlsm to be candld and

frank,

Following Judge Wood, the chalr-
man called on Buperintendent J. M.
MeDonald who presented In detall a
comparative study of the costs of
the Ontarlo schools with those of
Nampa, Caldwell, Nyssa, Payette and
Vala, Coples of thls schoduls re-
vealod that Ontario’'s minimum for
grade teachera Is below any of the
others, belng $800, to Payette's
$1080, Welnor's 1080; Vale's §1170,
Caldwell's $1020; wpd Nampa's
1300,

The maximum dalaries of grade
toachers In the distficts named was
shown to be: Ontarfo $1125. Pay-
olte $1800; Welser §1200; Vale
$1216; Caldwell $1200; and Nampp
$1600.

The eurollment of the grade
schools was shown to be; Payette,
700; Welser, 000; Vale, 251; Cald-
well, 825; Ontarlo, 628; making the
average number of puplls per teach-
er In the grades an follows: Payells,
86, Walser, 33.3; Vale, 81; Caldwall,
86.6 and Ontario 851, the number
of teachors belng: Payette, 20,
Welser 18; ¥Vale, #; Caldwell 28 and
Ontario, 186,

For the high schools the various
districts pressnted the following
data: minimum salaries for teachers:
Payette, §1350; Wemwer, §1260;
Vale, $1140; Caldwell $1400, and
Ontario $1350, Maximum salaries
Payette $1500, Wolser 1440, Vale|

In an order vecelved today from
the Publie Serviee commission re-
Inting to the proposal of the Idaho
Pawor company to put o claunse Into
Its now contracts giving the coms-
pany the right o rotate power be-
twoen uwsers, which denies the com.
pany that vight until after & hearing
has boen held on that subject.

In the finding which was signed

hy Commissioner H. H, Corey, the
commission says In part:
We are thersfore of the opinion
that what may be & reasconable
charge for rotatlon of service Ia a
mattor that eannot be determined
at this time, If the actual applicn-
tlon of rotatfon, which must be
squitably distributed as betwaeen
the consumers affected, ahould oe-
our befors the completion of the val.
uation of the Idaho Power Co's
propertios and just and reasonable
rates fixed by this Commission on &
valuation basis, a proper charge for
such modified sarvice will ba detor-
mined as an emergency mattor when
the amount and effect of such mo-
diffeationa are actually known.

HEAD LETTUCE ACREAGE
WILL BE VERY LARGE

Growers Joln Kaho Prodacers Union
to Market Cooperatively—Total
Acreago In Bnallc River Val-
loy may Reach 2000—
In Malheour Oonnty
8OO Acres,

Presont indications are that the
nerenge of head lettuce In Malheur
county this year will bo not less than
400 and It may exceod 600, This
In protty well distributed over the
Ontario, Nyssa, Adrian, Vale and
Dead Ox Flat sections of the county.
The average number of ncrea which
oieh man will undertake i8 anbout 8.
A good 14 of lottuce for this nee-
tlon s Supposad to be 200 to 400
oratos nng It Is estimated by reliable
persons who have had experience,
that the grower will not st lenst ono
dollar per crate delivered to the
packing shed, While the cost of
production s high and the labor re-
quirments heavy, it Ia genorally ex-
pected that the orop will leave the
grower a good profit for his troubls,
which is a real conslderation with the
farmeor at this time of unprofitabe
erop production. 1
At any rate, most of the growers
are golng at it consorvatively with
the idea of learning the game with-
out@Meking too much, The number
of persons who will grow & amall
acreage will be In the nelghborhood
of 160. A fow are Intending to
plant lnrger acreages, Most of the
growers have already Jjolned the
Idabdo Producers Union, the new co-
operative assoclation being formed
under the auspices of the Canyon
County Farm Bureau upon recom-
mandation of & large committes of
practical lottues growers appointed
at a great mass maeting held in
Caldwell last January. The Mal-
beur county farm buresau and the
agricultural agent have hesn ocoop-
wrating with ths Canyon county
peopls, as has also the bureaus of
soveral other Snake River Valley
countios. About 1500 acres bhave
been signed in the assoclation and
this s expected to soon reach 3000
neres extonding from Ashton to
Waelser. The memborship for Mal-
heur county I8 now oconslderably
sore than ote hundred ‘growers
with more coming In every day, Just
wa soon as the memborahip I8 about
complated, Ipping point will
organize & looall

There will probably be at least
four locals In Malheur county, one
each at Vala, Adraln, Ontarlo and
Oregon Slope.  The growoers of the
Nyssa community have formed an
organization, but have not decided
whether thay will affillate with the
gooperative assoclation or sign with
some private commission house. W.
L. (Mbson was elected chalrman of
the Nyssa lottuce growers and (t is
generally understood that he favora
a small community organization.
Howaver, at & recent mesting, after
lstening to m most thorough ex-
planation of every detal of the pro-
posad plan of operation by county
agent MoCall of Canyon county and
others, including 0. W. Latiig, chalr
man of the farm buraau committes,
the growers went on record almost
unanimously for tha large assoecl-
atlon.

Denying the application of the
Oregon Bhort Line for a curtallment
of serviee on the branch lines run-
ning from Ontario to Crane and On-
tarie to Hrogan, the Public Barviee
Commission In a lengthy opinlon
and ruling exhnustively discusses the
rallroad situation in  Boutheastern
Oregon.

Feussod fn that in their showling the

raliroad officials have not given
proper eredit to the earnings of the
branah lines for the proportion of
earnings wecured by the long mall
line haul of traffle which found its
orlgin on the branch lines, Also no
oredit whe given for the wswitching
work which the hranch line crows
porform here In Ontarlo, at Payette
and Nyma.

Attontion Is also ealled to the
company’s exhibits which did not
take into conslderation the heavy
freight moving months while con.
sidorable dincusslon (s given to the
fact tha! .6 whole the Unlon Pa-
eifle systom Is operating at a profit
In oxcoss of that guaranteed under
tha 1920 transportation aet.

A Backward Step

After discussing the lonnage pos-
mibiltlon of the timber holdings 1in
Harnoy county and the tounage pos-
pibilities from Harney county agri-

caltural Iands when dofeloped the
commission oalls attention to the
fuot that the rallrond company has

made no effort to assist In thid de-

volopment by extending Ita lines
there.
The ecommission calls attention,

too, to the fact that prior to the con-
sruoction of the line the vast terrl-
tary now served by the road was fur-
nished & dafly mafl servico by ptage.
This would be reduced lo an avery
other duy service and would in the
commission's opinion be a backward
atop.

Aftor calling attention to the lack
of automoblle competition and other
foaturea of the rallroad business in
this section the findings of the com-
misslon and Its order denles the re-
quest of the rallroad company, For
the information of Its readers the
Argus will print the order in detall
poxt woek.
